Dear  Sir: — Accompanying  this  you  will  find  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Orphans'  Houie, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  1st,  1895,  together  with 
the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

We  have  run  over  the  appropriation  for  the  year  as  you  will 
see  by  the  report  |159.01,  but  considering  the  fact  that  |237.12 
was  paid  for  previous  years  accounts,  and  that  we  have  In  the 
past  year  paid  for  fuel  for  last  winter  and  also  the  present 
winter,  having  now  sufficient  fuel  till  next  summer,  which 
will  reduce  the  expense  for  that  item  the  coming  year,  we  feel 
satisfied  with  the  showing  that  we  are  able  to  make. 

The  improvements  were  all  necessary,  also  the  farm  imple- 
ments, and  the  cows  and  the  poultry  were  an  expense  that  will 
not  have  to  be  incurred  next  year,  and  will  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  institution  by  saving  what  has  formerly  been  an 
expense  as  is  shown  by  the  superintendent's  report.  The  l)ill 
of  Henry  Elling  &  Co.,  for  which  we  issued  a  duplicate  |188.27 
has  come  to  light,  it  was  mislaid,  and  found  lately  among  some 
of  last  years  papers. 

Thinking  that  the  report  with  that  of  the  Superintendent 
will  give  the  information  desired  of  our  years  work,  and  the 
present  condition  of  the  Home,  I  will  therefore  close.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  others  whom  it  may  concern: 

First  of  all,  we  are  filled  with  the  greatest  of  gratitude,  for 
the  almost  universal  good  health  attending  the  inmates  of  the 
Home,  during  the  past  fifteen  months  of  its  operative  history, 
and  especially,  the  past  fiscal  year.  The  now  established  his- 
tory of  the  Orphans'  Home  is  no  mere  unti'ied  problem,  but  a 
system  of  facts,  with  a  work  commendable  in  itself,  that 
reaches  out  into  the  future,  to  affect  the  rising  generations  of 
our  new,  and  great  Mountain  State.  It  has  passed  to  the 
beyond,  of  any  doubt  or  trepidity  of  uncertain  feelings,  with 
regards  to  its  noble  mission,  and  stands  arrayed  alongside  of 
the  institutions  of  our  Statehood  as  an  example  of  her  bene- 
ficiary and  charitable  operations  for  the  good  of  the  uufortu 
nate  sons  and  daughters  of  her  soil.  The  Orphans'  Home, 
therefore  stands  with  an  administration  of  interests,  having 
already  an  established  management  and  a  curriculum,  in  gov- 
ernment justifying  its  inauguration,  and  calling  forth  the  ap- 
proval and  hearty  commendation  of  all  concerned. 

It  is  true  our  embarrassments  have  not  been  few,  owing  some- 
what to  our  new  and  untried  condition  of  circumstances;  the 
want  of  greater  experience  and  in  some  respects  greater  con- 
veniences to  do  better  work,  has  been  no  small  hindrance. 
That  our  work  and  administration  are  open  to  the  criticisms 
of  the  public,  we  are  conscious,  and  willingly  concede  their 
right  to  this,  both  pro  and  con,  the  work  must  show  for  itself 
we  have  tried  to  do  the  best  we  could  with  the  means  at  hand. 
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Altli(ni<;li  the  last  It'gislative  assembly  thonj^lit  to  make 
ample  appropriations  for  the  Home,  and  be  it  said  to  the  credit 
of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  thev  have  kindlv  awarded  ns 
the  same,  yet  we  think  it  will  be  seen  from  the  followin«»'  statis- 
tics, and  report  of  the  year,  nothing  has  been  lavishly  expended 
but  otherwise  was  necessary,  and  has  in  the  main,  been  jiidi- 
cionsly  and  wisely  distribnted,  both  in  necessary  improve- 
ments, and  concniTent  expenses,  as  to  reach  the  best  possible 
results.  It  has  been  necessary  to  make  some  few  sim])le  im- 
provements, both  in  the  erection  of  outbuildings,  and  the 
breaking  up  grounds  for  both  present  and  future  use.  In  this 
line,  during  the  year,  as  occasion  recpiired,  the  sum  of  |1, 102. 611 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  report  to  follow  under  this  head,  has 
been  expended. 

NEEDED  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Are  seen,  first  in  school  furniture  for  our  school  room,  also  an 
ice  house  to  be  built,  and  filled  with  ice  this  winter,  for  next 
summer's  use.  Also  as  possibly  almost  indispensable  to  an 
institution  of  this  kind,  a  small  Hospital  of  at  least  two  rooms 
should  be  erected  near  at  hand  in  the  case  of  much  dreaded 
sickness  to  follow. 

Also  the  attic  or  fourth  story  of  our  present  building  should 
be  held  under  consideration  of  a  near  completion  thus  afl'oi-d- 
ing  any  and  all  necessary  dormitory-  room  of  which  al  present 
the  building  is  the  most  inefficient  of  any  part  of  the  Home. 
With  this  im]u*ovement  our  running  cai)acity  w(mld  reach 
from  80  to  100  inmates. 

It  is  a  source  of  congratulation  to  us  both  over  the  general 
healthfulness  of  the  children,  and  tlieir  successful  control. 
AVitli  the  exception  of  the  accidental  drowning  on  the  27tli  <lay 
«»f  hist  July,  of  two  boys  while  bathing  in  the  Beaverhead  river 
there  has  been  no  death  since  the  Home  was  ojuMied.  This 
accident  was  entirely  unexpected  by  us,  but  on  this  occasion 
for  the  first  time  some  twelve  of  the  older  boys  under  the  watch- 
ful care  (d"  Ml'.  I'\  S.  Waters,  having  constant  charge,  he  allowed 
them  to  go  to  the  river  with  liini,  with  the  ostensible  ])urpose 
to  teach  I  hem   the  art  of  swimming.      Tpon  going  into  the 
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water,  these  two  boys  disobeyed  his  cominand,  ventured  too 
iar,  went  into  deep  water  and  were  drowned.  Mr.  Waters  im- 
mediately foHowed,  seeking-  to  rescue  them  at  once,  tho'  a 
good  swimmei'  himself,  became  strangled  nearly  losing  his 
(twn  life  in  the  attempt;  the  current  had  carried  them  into 
deep  and  treacherous  waters,  and  with  much  difficulty  it  was 
they  obtained  their  bodies  three  hours  later.  They  were 
bright,  active,  and  very  precocious  boys,  their  untimely  death 
tilling  the  Home  with  sorrowful  gloom.  A  lot  was  selected 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  which  they  were  laid  away  after 
suitable  funeral  services  were  hekl  in  the  Home,  to  await  the 
general  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

But  very  little  insubordination  in  the  government  of  the 
children  has  been  experienced,  they  generally  and  easily  sub- 
mitting to  the  daily  rules,  for  such  have  been  easily  controlled. 
Occasionally  an  untutored  and  rebellious  one  has  had  the  ex~ 
perience  of  some  necessary  corporal  puuishings,  but  nothing 
very  .severe.  With  a  constant  daily  school  in  j^rogress,  super- 
ior educational  advantages  afforded  the  children  the  benefits 
of  which  are  seen  in  their  rapid  advance  in  their  studies,  to 
a  gratifying  degree,  and  their  easily  controlled  and  governed 
conditions  in  the  Home.  We  have  also  instituted  a  series 
of  industrial  training  for  all  of  suitable  age  in  choring,  etc., 
the  larger  girls  doing  dining-room  work,  washing  dishes,  as- 
sisting the  cook,  laundress,  seamstress  and  nurse  as  needed, 
together  with  the  girls  dormitory  work.  The  older  boys  like- 
Avise  are  put  to  light  work,  each  according  to  age  and  ability. 

Besides  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  there  are  employed 
an  engineer  and  janitor,  an  assistant  Matron,  Teacher,  ZSurse, 
Seamstress,  Cook  and  Laundress.  In  the  near  future,  the 
older  children  will  afford  considerable  relief  in  the  cost  of 
labor  to  the  institution  in  the  help  rendered,  thereby  very 
much  lessening  the  expense. 

Together  with  our  53  acres  of  deeded  lands,  and  adjoining 
thereto,  we  have  some  35  or  40  acres  of  leased  grounds,  all  of 
which  can  be  made  highly  productive  affording  to  the  use 
of  the  Home,  pasturage  and  meadoAV  grounds,  plow  and 
garden    lands    which    when    fully   improved   and   utilized, 
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will  render  in  productions  nearly  all  of  its  necessary  supplies. 
The  past  season  even  quite  a  "garden  has  been  started,  produc- 
ing quite  an  amount  of  our  winter's  vegetables  now  on  hand. 
We  have  also  about  30  tons  of  hay  gathered  from  our  grounds 
the  past  season.  Already  we  have  five  milch  cows  furnisliing 
all  the  milk  needed,  together  with  130  chickens,  supplying 
us  with  eggs,  thereby  lessening  the  cost  of  our  supplies  very 
much.  We  now  have  three  hogs  fattening,  having  supplied 
ourselves  with  all  the  pork  used  since  last  winter,  will  have 
enough  to  run  us  till  nearly  spring.  Indeed,  we  have  a  fine 
beginning  towards  making  this  quite  an  industrial  home,  af- 
fording to  the  children  committed  to  its  immunities  the  benefit 
of  such  an  education,  thereby  enabling  them  to  practice  the 
economics  of  life  when  grown,  besides  assisting  largely  in  its 
support  in  the  meantime.  Such  a  view  or  object  is  not  beyond 
a  practical  result,  nor  an  overdrawn,  nor  extraneous  idea. 
It  should  be  reached  as  soon  as  possible.  To  do  this  requires 
a  commingling  of  much  patience,  skill,  and  wise  action,  in 
judicious  outlays,  all  of  which  Avill  bring  the  harvest  of  joy  to 
all  alike. 

Our  fuel  bill  appears  somewhat  exhorbitant,  because  of  the 
fact  fuel  of  any  kind,  especially  coal,  is  high.  Should  a  rail- 
road come  (for  which  we  hope)  our  fuel  cost  would  be  dimin- 
ished nearly  one-half. 

The  folloAving  assets  will  not  be  disparaging  but  other- 
wise as  the  statistics  of  the  different  departments  of  interests 
will  show  for  themselves  and  the  moneys  with  amounts  used 
during  the  year.

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  we  are  quite  well  supplied  with  fuel, 
until  another  summer,  as  with  milk  and  eggs  and  partly  with 
meat  also,  in  the  liogs  to  kill. 

The  following  also  is  an  approximate  average  of  our  inmates 
and  the  cost  per  capita  monthly,  and  for  the  fiscal  year.  It 
will  be  seen  the  showing  is  not  the  most  favorable  from  two 
general  reasons,  namely:  first,  because  of  the  small  number 
of  inmates  in  the  Home,  and  secondly,  because  of  the  neces- 
sary improvements  required.  Had  we  an  average  of  as  many 
again,  our  per  capita  cost  would  be  reduced  at  least  one-third 
from  the  following.

12  months  average  for  the  year  is  about  30  inmates,  and 
|4.G5  per  capita,  the  lowest  per  cent  is  the  two  months  of  40 
and  upwards. 

It  therefore,  in  one  respect,  is  unfortunate  to  run  an  insti- 
tuticm  like  this  with  a  small  number  of  inmates  and  will  pre- 
vent reaching  the  lowest  possible  per  capita  cost.  I  have  no 
doubt  but  that  with  60  and  upwards  our  cost  would  fall  to  less 
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than  |3.00,  porliaps  iii;2.r)0,  but  this  cannot  be  done  with  small 
imnibers. 

The  snpply  of  fuel  and  ve«j;etables  for  the  winter,  will  I 
trust,  turn  the  scale  a  little  in  our  favor  during  the  few  months 
to  come.  We  are  seeking-  to  employ  the  economical  methods 
at  hand,  as  best  we  can.
